Reference your letter of 121 June pertaining to poialble calif of 
additional MA in conjunction with Berlin crises, I have had the boy* give 
. it a fast, high-level look. 

To answer your question About what tort of unprogrammed demands 
upon Military Assistance are likely to develop in auch an event, my beat 
educated guaaa is we might ask for MAP money up to about $170 million 
to provido hardware for immediate delivery between any date subsequent 
to now and 1 January 1962. 

This would be over and above the requirement contained in the 
FY 1962 program now before Congress and would cover trucks, tanks, 
communication equipment and other cbnventlonal armament. Transport 
aircraft and helicopters were not considered feasible for inclusion in this 
list due to long lead times for procurement and training. Equipment 
required must come from existing stocks or reserves other than those 
here in Europe. 

I have provided a dollar magnitude by country and some estimated 
quantities of major items within these dollars in the attached table. This 
gives an enemyle of our ganaval drift •' thiafcins. *• 1m«1v«»» •mi 
estimated requirements for spare parts in support of an intensified 
activity rate and also includes some attrition aircraft which look like 
"small potato" items when viewed in the "bigpicture". 

An increased intensity of preparedness as well as other actions 
might result in demands by Greece and Turkey for additional defense 
support. This is a hard one to figure. My best guess is that Greece 
would need up to about $15 million and Turkey somewhere near $50 
million in additional defense support funds.
